as Men ought; and go in the Way of Underſtanding, 
through the Practice of the Duties, and Enjoyment. 


of the Comforts of this World, to the Happineſs of 
the next, is the whole Intent of the Charity, which 


we are met to promote: the nobleſt and greateſt of 


the Kind, that ever exiſted. 


Tu kingdom of Ireland is bleſſed by Providence 
with all the Means of Proſperity : and yet the Bulk 
of 
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of the People are in a Condition very lamentable. 
With Health and Strength, they have little or no 
Induſtry : with Capacities like other Men, they have 
little or no Knowledge, even of the common Arts 


of Life. With the beſt Situation and Opportuni- 
ties for Commerce, they have ſcarce any of the 


Conveniencies which it imports : with a fertile Soil, 
in a temperate Climate, they have ſcarce Food and 
Raiment. Under a Government, which lays on 


them the feweſt Burthens, that perhaps ever Nation 
felt, they are inceſſantly wiſhing for a Change: and, 


which 1s the Source of all, though the Light of the 


Reformation ſhines round them, and the Door of 


Chriſtian Freedom is open to them, they continue 


in thick Darkneſs, voluntary Slaves to abſurd Super- 


ſtitions. Attached with ſervile Awe to the loweſt 
Emiſſaries of the See of Rome, they imbibe even the 


Dregs of its Errors: which many, in other Coun- 
tries of the fame Communion, have the Wiſdom to 


reject. Hence their Idolatry is groſſer, their Eſteem 
of ſocial Duties leſs, their Dependence on outward 
Formalities more confident, their Enmity to Prote- 
ſtants bitterer: and their Abhorrence of Labour al- 
moſt inſuperable, becauſe it will benefit thoſe, whom 
they deteſt, _ 


We ought to pity all the Miſtakes and suffering 
of all our Fellow- Creatures, and yet more of our 
Fellow-Chriſtians, how much ſoever they proceed 


from their own F aults. Even their temporal Evils 
ought 
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ought to move us very ſenſibly: and though Penury 
and Nakedneſs may appear to unaccuſtomed Eyes 
more grievous than they are; yet the real Diſtreſſes 
flowing from them are often extremely heavy. But 
their ſpiritual Diſadvantages, that they have ſo little 
Acquaintance with rational Piety, univerſal Benevo- 
lence, the Value of moral Self- Government, and the 
genuine Syſtem of the Truth as it is in Jeſus, theſe intitle Epheſ. iv. 
them to much tenderer Compaſſion, though ſeldom *** 


conſidered in that View. For our Fellow-Subjects 


we ought to feel an additional Concern, were their 
Intereſts ever ſo ſeparable from our own: but in the 

_ preſent Caſe they are united moſt intimately. While 
theſe unhappy Creatures remain without proper 


Employment, the Country in general muſt be un- 


healthy, as well as unpleaſant, for want of Culture, 
and thinly peopled for want of Neceſſaries: the Sight 


of ſo much Wretchedneſs muſt be painful ; the Re- 


lief of it expenſive, and nevertheleſs unavailing. 


That Part of the Britiſb Dominions muſt be deſti- 


tute of the Wealth and Strength, which Diligence 


would quickly procure it : and inſtead of contribut- 


ing to the Support of the Whole, muſt drain and 


exhauſt England for its Defence, whenever attacked. 


THIS would be unavoidable, Were the Natives 
ever ſo amicably diſpoſed towards us, ever fo duti- 


fully towards our Sovereign. But being of a diffe- 
rent and perſecuting Religion; taught by bigotted 
Parents and Inſtructors to regard us as Hereticks

abhor red of God; and devoted, by his Vieren 
on Earth, to preſent, as well as future, Deſtruction: 
ſome of them will think doing Miſchief to us, when 


they can without Hazard, a laudable Action; and 
others will imagine Fraud, or Perjury, or Violence 


againſt ſuch abominable Miſcreants, Offences that 


claim an eaſy Abſolution. Theſe Sentiments muſt 


greatly affect their Conduct in the ordinary Inter- 
courſes of Life: but unſpeakably more, when the In- 
tcreſts of their Church come in Queſtion. Accord- 
ingly, for theſe, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, they 


were rebelling perpetually: in that of King Charles I. 
they maſſacred, unprovoked, as many compute, 
above One Hundred Thouſand Perſons of our Faith : 
in that of King James II. and the War that fol- 
lowed, not only the meaner Sort, but the upper 


alſo, gave ſhocking Proofs of the like inhuman 
Spirit. By ſuch repeated Enormities, Multitudes of 


them, on various Occaſions, forfeited their Eſtates 
with their Lives. Theſe Forfeitures, their Deſcen- 


dants, whilſt they cheriſh the ſame Way of thinking, 


muſt conſider as Nullities ; and wiſh and hope to 
"regain what they have loſt : pining with Envy, 
thirſting for Revenge; and imputing their Poverty, 


the Fruit originally of their Treaſons, and ſince of 
their Idleneſs, and Maintenance of Prieſts without 
End, to our inſupportable Oppreſfions. 


Tuus uneaſy at Home, vaſt Numbers of them 
go abroad, and chiefly into the Territories of our 
Enemies 
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Enemies or Rivals. There ſome of them exert 


themſelves in Trade to our Detriment, which they 
would not do in their own Land for our common 
Benefit. Some again, who have got Riches already, 


carry them away to enjoy them elſewhere. But far 


the greateſt Part of theſe Emigrants take up the 
Profeſſion of Arms in the Service of Popiſh Powers; 


attack us with peculiar Fierceneſs in the Day of 
Battle, as we have felt to our Coſt; and are always 
ready, when a critical Juncture ſhall appear, to re- 
turn and head their Countrymen againſt us in ano- 
ther meritorious holy War: which we have tlie 


more Cauſe to apprehend, as their Biſhops are nomi- 
nated by the Pretender ; as neither Clergy nor Laity 


amongſt them have ever given, or offered to give, 
though preſſed to it by ſome of their own Church, 


any Pledge of their Fidelity to the preſent Govern- 
ment; and as thoſe Regions of the Iſland, which 


they occupy the moſt intirely, a are the neareſt to the 
Continent. -

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W muſt be allowed therefore to recolle& what 
hath been; and conclude from thence, what will, or 


may be: to put ourſelves, when it is requiſite, in 


the Condition of our Forefathers; adopt their Feel- 
ings, to excite our Vigilance, though not our Re- 


ſentment; and make ſupplemental Proviſions for 


Security, where the tormer have proved inſufficient. 
How 


We have alſo been told by the ſame Apologiſt and others, that whatever 
the Court of Rome may have done, the Church of Rome hath never patro- 
niſed Perſecution, or Rebellion, or Breach of Oaths or Promiſes, to intro- 
duce or ſupport its Doctrine or Diſcipline. But it We muſt be in Danger 
of theſe Things, whenever the Court of Rome, or its Partiſans have Power; 
it is but a ſorry Conſolation to tell us, that the Church of Rome hath no 


Hand in them. And yet whence are we to learn the Tenets of that 
Church? Not ſurely from a few obſcure, or at beſt private Writers: but 


from the Decrees of her Councils, general and particular, the uniform 
Determinations of her Popes, the Edicts of her Princes (4), the received 
Opinions of her Divines; the conſtant Practice of her Members, whenever 


an inviting Opportunity preſents itſelf; and that Practice not once con- 


demned as unlawful, by any pretended Authority amongſt them; though 


there have been many and loud Calls upon them to condemn it, if indeed 


they diſapprove it. But they have better Ways than this: they force the 
moſt notorious Facts alledged againſt them, into a Neutrality, if not into 
their Service, by Miſrepreſentations : or, if any be intractably ſtubborn, 
they paſs it over in total Silence. Thus particularly this Apologiſt, though 
he relates a Variety of Hiſtorical Occurrences, to ſhew that his Catholick 
Friends were innocent, or excuſable in them all, no more mentions or hints 
at the horrid Butchery of 1641, than if he had never heard of any ſuch 


Thing. And the 1-44 Officer, poor Man, hath forgotten it as intirely in 


his Narration of Matters, relative to the Papiſts of that Iſland : though he 
remembers a great deal more, than 1s true, of what preceded, and followed 
it. Treating Perſons in this manner, is really holding their Underſtand- 
ings in too much Contempt: and 0 veing almoſt as void of Judgment, as of 


 Honefty and Shame.

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How they came to be inſutticient, needs not be 


minutely examined here. Jreland, remote from the 


reſt of Europe, and haraſled continually by domeſtick 
Feuds, was in a State of great Ignorance and Rude- 


_ neſs at the Reformation. God, whoſe Judgments are Rom. xi. 
— wnſearchable, raiſed up then in that Country none of? 
the burning and ſhining Lights, which he did elſe- J9%n v. 


where. Popery therefore, while the Attention of 90 


Ungland was engaged at Home, kept its Ground, 
and ſoon fortified it by foreign Schools and Connex- 
ions. The firſt Rebellions indeed, which followed 
on this, principally weakened the Authors of them: 


but the dreadful Maſſacre almoſt extinguiſhed the 
Proteſtants. And though the Perpetrators of it 
ſuffered in their Turns very ſeverely : yet the Survi- 
vors were buoyed up with Hopes in the two next 


Reigns of recovering all : which they were on the 
Point of accompliſhing, when the Arrival of our 
Deliverer King William, and their unſucceſsful Op- 
poſition to him, broke their Strength, but not their 
Obſtinacy. However, ſince that Time, the Perſons 
of Figure have been gradually coming over : ſome 
on right Motives ; others in Conſequence of ſuch 
Regulations, as the Legiſlature can juſtly make in its 
own Defence, and Papiſts can never conſiſtently 
blame, though wrong Minds may be tempted by 


them to Hypocriſy, Still, Proſelytes on ſuſpected 


Inducements, and ſome of them only from the Pro- 
feſſion of a falſe Religion to the Profeſſion of none, 
B 2 | are 
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are not likely to have much Influerice, were they to 
endeavour it, on their Inferiors: who W 
have adhered to the RI Communion. 


AND were they never to quit it, their Prieſts un- 
queſtionably, had they Uprightneſs and Prudence 
enough, might give them both better Diſpoſitions to 
Induſtry, and juſter Notions of Chriſtianity. But 
there 1s no Proſpect that they ever will, in any great 
Meaſure : or ſhould they do their beſt, the moſt re- 
fined Popery is a dangerous Corruption of the Goſ- 
pel; and hath beſides a large Mixture of Things 
hurtful to Civil Society. But eſpecially where a 
Perſon of the ſame Perſuaſion keeps up a Claim to 
the Crown, its Votaries will never be further good 
Subjects, than as their ſeeming ſuch may procure 
Connivance at their making Converts, to which they 
confeſs themſelves indiſpenſably bound: and ſhould 
they ever make enow, there would be no Peace af- 
terwards, unleſs we and our King becans what they 
would have us. 


TayrReFoRE till the Generality of the 1r:/h are 
brought to be Proteſtants, the Engliſb are not ſafe. 
And doubtleſs they might have been brought to it, 

by Gallies and Inquiſitions, long ago. But we have 
not ſo learned Chriſt, Our Adverſaries can uſe every 
Degree of Force : yet proteſt, on Occaſion, indeed 
at the very Time and Place, if it be needful, that 
they uſe none; and inveigh againſt us for ſanguinary 
Laws 
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Laws; which they have extorted from us by diſloyal 
Practices, and which they know all their Invectives 


cannot provoke us to execute. But the Weapons , Cor. x. 


our Marfure are not carnal, but ſpiritual : Inſtruction, 4. 
Conviction, Exhortation. Now unhappily the Per- 
fons, whole peculiar Office it is to diſpenſe thele, 
are, in all Ireland, ſcarce Eight Hundred: a Number 
vaſtly inferior, not only to that of the Popiſh Prieſts, 
but to the Necellities even of the preſent Proteſtants. 


Beſides, of theſe few, a large Proportion have no 


Places of Abode in or near their Pariſhes. This 
alone would be a ſad Diſcouragement : but a ſtill. 
worle is, that where Ignorance hath long obtained 
almoſt univerſal Potleſtion, and People are unuſed 


to reaſon, perſuading them out of ſettled Habits of 


religious Belief and Practice hath Difficulties hardly 


ſurmountable ; and yet leſs when the Application is 


made to them by Perſons, whom they diſlike; but 


leaſt of all, when hearkening to it for a Moment is 
prohibited under Penalty of ſuch Anathemas, as 


they tremble at. Attempts have been made : their 
Language hath been learned on Purpoſe : and none 
would or durſt give the Preacher a Hearing. Poſ- 


ſibly ſome Clergymen may have been too much dif- 


heartened by ſuch Inſtances. Poſſibly others, God 
forgive them, may have been glad to excuſe them- 
ſelves from taking diſagreeable Pains. And the 
Heads of our Church have not an abſolute Power 
over their Inferiors, to ſend them on what Miſſions 
they pleaſe, as thoſe of the Church of Rome have. 

How 
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How © fie they have exerted the little, that 1s left them, 


I cannot ſay. But, before either Biſhops or Paro- 
chial Miniſters are vehemently blamed, let the Laity 


reflect, whether they alſo may not have been negl»- 


gent in relation to many of theſe poor Creatures, 
who live under their Roofs ; and try, what Impreſ- 
fion they can make on them. If they ſucceed, I 
hope it will beget Emulation : if not, they will be 
readier to pardon Want of Succeſs, or even Deſpair, 
in Others; and conclude, that no Method will ef- 
tectually teach them our Religion, but Education 
in it. 


WuZꝗ R Children taught nothing early, they would 


know nothing, and be fit for nothing, as long as 


they lived. But ſome Principles of Behaviour they 


will learn: and therefore ſhould learn the beſt, 
which are thoſe of true Piety. Their Inſtructors | 
may direct them wrong in that Reſpect, as well as 


in others: but {till they muſt give them ſuch Advice 


for both Worlds, as they think is beneficial; no leſs 
than ſuch Food, as they think is wholeſome. And 
if one Leſlon be, what 1s conſtantly one of ours, 7 
prove every Ti PINS, as they become able, to hold faſt 


that which is Goo, and abſtain from all Appearance of 


Evil: this is a potent Corrective of whatever Miſ- 


takes may chance to be infuſed into them. With- 
out this Corrective, nay, prohibiting it as Poiſon, 


the Romani/is employ the whole Influence of Educa- 


tion to the utmoſt; and therefore cannot reproach 
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Us, who employ it with ſuch a Reſtriction. Nor 
ſurely can the bittereſt Enemies to inſtilling of Pre 


judices doubt, which Sort are better. They may * 


wiſh perhaps, that Children ſhould have no Faith, 
but a Scorn of it: and they may bring up their own 
Children thus, and take the Conſequences. But 
Mankind in general muſt and will have a Religion: 


and Multitudes are turned or kept Papiſts, by ſecing, 
that ſo many pretended Proteſtants have none. Or 


ſuppoſing the Project feaſible in itſelf, and otherwiſe = 


unpuniſhed by Providence : yet Morals in private 


Life, and Order in publick, cannot but decay and 
be loſt, along with the Fear of God. 


STILL; to Auen de Children in our own Per- 


ſuaſion, againſt the Will of Fathers or Mothers, 
would be cruel, though legal; unleſs, by ſome overt 


Act, they loſe, or give up, their Claim to educate 


them : whatever Title the State may have to ſee, 


that they are bred loyal and uſeful Subjects. And 


therefore our Society takes none away by Autho- 
rity, but thoſe of vagrant Beggars. Yet our Ad- 


verſaries, I conceive, would few, if any of them, be 
ſo ſcrupulous as to make that Diſtinction. And cer- 


tainly not one of them would queſtion, but young 
Perſons, committed to their Care, might and ought 


to be inſtructed in their Creed. Nor, I preſume, 


would they inquire very ſtrictly, what induced the 


Parent to delegate to them his Right, We induce 
him, neither * hard Ulage, n nor Menaces, nor Re- 
wards, 
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wards, nor Promiſes : but only propoſe to him the 
Benefit of hisChild. And Nature enjoins him to pro- 
mote even its worldly Benefit in every lawful Man- 


ner. HisPrieſts indeed may tell him, this Manner is 


unlawful, But that, and many other Aſſertions of 


_ theirs, of which ſome appear at firſt Sight very ſtrange 


ones, are flatly contradicted by Numbers of Per- 


ſons, as wife, as learned, ſeemingly as ſolicitous too 


about their own eternal Happineſs. He hath no 
ſolid Grounds to prefer the Opinion of the former to 
that of the latter. And therefore in this Uncertainty, 


though he may reſolve for himſelf not to change 


Sides, break his old Connexions, and make his old 


Friends uneaſy : yet why ſhould he not intruſt a 


Son or a Daughter with thoſe, who will both pro- 


vide better for their temporal Intereſts, and qualify 
them to judge better about their religious ones, than 


he can? 


| Mavens their Reaſonings may be, the Fact 
is, that Popiſh Parents are willing to ſend their 
Children to the newly erected Charter-Schools : and 
more are likely to become willing. The Reproach 


of it muſt wear off with the Novelty : the Stories of 


their bad Treatment there have been diſproved, as 


faſt as they have been raiſed : and, I believe, the 
' Prieſts have often found it their Wiſdom not to 
overſtretch their Authority in this Caſe, for Fear of 


weakening it in all. But granting, that theſe Houſes 


cannot be alwavs quite filled with the Offspring of 
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Papiſts, which however make in all of them valtly 


the Majority ; yet the Admiſſion of Orphans or Va- 
grants, who elſe would fall into the Hands of Pa- 


viſts, hath the ſame good Effet. And were now 
and then a few, whoſe Parents are known Prote- 
ſtants, to be received : no one, who approves either 
our common Charity- Schools, or that great Charity- 


School, the Foundling-Hoſpital, could fail to be 


pleaſed even with this Branch of the Management ; 


eſpecially conſidering, how well the whole i 18 con- 
dust. N 


Tur particular Rules cannot be ſpecifiod here: 


but one there is of great Extent and Importance; 
which would God were obſerved in this Nation, 


combining Inſtruction with Labour. The firſt 


Part of Inſtruction, to ſuch as nced it, is teaching 


3 Engliſh: for till they underſtand that compe- 


ently, their only Inlet of Knowledge is from the 
Priefl and their Followers. They learn alſo ſome- 
what of Writing and Arithmetick, which are of 
Uſe in the loweſt Occupations : and more of Read- 
ing; for the good Books, which are put into their 


Lode when they go away, may contribute greatly 


to fix them in true Religion. Of this, the plain 


Doctrines and practical Precepts are taught them, 


with neculary Preſervatives againſt Popiſh Errors: 
a Procceding no leſs prudent, than conſcientious. 


For were they infructed in gainful Arts, but the 


Notions of their Fathers | left to grow up 1 in them, 


C ES it 
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it might cauſe in Time a dangerous Acceſſion to the 
Property of that Intereſt. And were thoſe Notions 


to be rooted out, and no better planted ; Labour 


without Religion, will generally, as ſoon as ever it 
enriches, if not before, give place to Idleneſs, Diſ- 


ſoluteneſs and all Sorts of Crimes: whereas Dili- 


gence from a Principle of Piety will go on, providing 
for Deſcendants, for Relations, for the Poor; and 


teaching them all to provide, in their Turns, for 


ſuch as "Ang to them. 


BurT tlie Book-Learning of theſe Children takes 


up only two Hours of their Day : the reſt they ſpend 
in Work. And fo much of the Boys Work, as 


can, 1s Agriculture, for their Nouriſhment and 


Clothing: together with ſome Rudiments of Plant- 
ing and Gardening, Thus every School is a little 
Farm : and helps to raiſe Emulation in the moſt 
neceſſary of all Buſineſs, of which the Example and 


the Skill is peculiarly wanting in Ireland. Beſides 
this, both Sexes learn ſuch Kinds of Manufacture, 
eſpecially the Linnen, as there is like to be a De- 


mand for: and ſuch Qualifications as are requiſite 
for common Servants; Proteſtant Servants being, on 


many Accounts, highly valuable. The Earnings of 
the Scholars, by the Things which they make or do 


for others, are, in moſt Foundations, given to the 
Maſter or Miſtreſs, as Part of their Salary : an ad- 


mirable Way of ſecuring the Children's Induſtry. 
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Ir till it be imagined, that they might do more: 
Inquiry and Obſervation will gradually ſuggeſt every 


where the Means to that End. But they are put 
out, as ſoon as their Labour is worth having: for 
the Deſign is not to get Money for the Schools by 


them; but to ſupply that Nation with the quickeſt 
e poſſible of Proteſtant Workmen. If, not- 


withſtanding, the Expence of the Charity be thought 


immoderate; it ſhould be recollected, that the mere 


Building and fitting up of ſo many new Fabricks, 
muſt be a heavy Burthen, which will ceaſe in Time. 


And two or three have been more ſumptuous, than 
needed: but at the Charge of the Perſons, who de- 


fired it, not of the Society: and Care hath been 


taken of late to obviate all Pretence for that Com- 
plaint. Another Conſideration is, that the Children 
muſt be removed to a Diſtance from their Parents 
and their Prieſts: elſe the latter, at leaſt, would be 


perpetually tampering with them: and this Precau- 
tion coſts a great deal. They muſt alſo be intirely 
maintained: elſe they would not be ſent. But the 


Food and Clothing of each, over and above the Pro- 


duce of their Labour, is only about Fifty Shillings a 


Year. Surely a ſmall Charge for ſo excellent a Pur- 
poſe : beſides that the whole Money laid out circu- 


lates in the N 3

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are held, nothing hath been given with them for 


ſeveral Years paſt. As many, as are called for, go 
out to Huſbandry : more cannot. None, for ſome 
Time, have bcen put to Sea : partly becauſe it ſeems 
better at preſent, that they ſhould people their own 


Country with well -d1! Pn Inhabitants, than be 


conſumed in Voyages; and partly alſo, becauſe a 
falſe Rumour, 0 propagated, of their be- 


ing tranſported, for Slaves, to remote Regions, hath 


raiſed fo wild a daſpicion, that they, who are tranſ- 
planted from one Part of the Iſland to another, muſt 
all be conveyed by Land, to diſprove it. They are 


placed only in Proteſtant F amilis : and when mey 


leave them, have a Bounty of Five Pounds from che 
Society, on their marrying Protcſ ants : it being ge- 


nerally found, that when other Party, elpecially the 
Wife, 18 a Papiſt, the other is perverted by the Help 


of the Prieit; or however, the Children are educated 
in that Perſuaſion. I with the Laity, Men and Wo- 


men, of our Communion, were equally aſſiduous, 


and equal ity aſliſted by their Miniſters. 


Ir hath been affirmed, that after all the Care, 
ſaid to be taken, moſt of theſe Children relapſe. 
And at firſt many did: who yet muſt not only have 


been made uſefuller in Civil Society by what they 


learnt, but, one thould think, muſt alſo feel ſome 


| Gratitude tor the Improvements they had received ; 


and diſlike our Religion the leſs, the more they knew 
of it. But however that might be, Iam aſſured, on 


particular 
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particular Inquiry, that now, ſince the Method of 
traniplaniing hath been followed, extremely few have 
become Apoitates. Indeed why ſhould not Habit 


alone overate as powerfully in our Favour, as againſt 
us? And why ſhould not young People, thus ground- 


ed, ſes the Reaſonableneſs, and feel the Amiableneſs 


of Proteſtantiſm, eſpecially when compared with 
groſs 1: Popery, fo ſtrongly, as to be more likely, 
when grown up, to bring over others, than be 
brought over by them? W. hy in particular may not 
their affectionate Remonſtrances and Behaviour, 


aſſiſted by the tender Wor N of Nature in their 


— 


Parents, to forfake the Feli 15 a; 407 live, and go in tte 
Fay of Underſtanding * ? 


Behalf, prevail, ſooner or later, on their ignorant 


STILL it hath been fair by ſome, that at beſt 


the Progreſs of the Defign is too Now, to produce 


any material Alteration. And we own, that for 
ſome Time it was almoſt imperceptible. Several 


> 


Years mult paſs, before a ſingle Ciilld could be fent 


from the Schools: and { everal more, before one 
could act for himſelf. Nav, ſince that, we have 
not advanced fo faſt, as mi 55 be wiſned: no good 
Deſign ever doth. Nor indeed is over great Haſte 
adviſable. A new Eſtabliihment cannot prudently 
be made any where, till Propoſals, rcaſonably ad- 
vantageous, are offered; and a Committee fixed, of 
truſty and active Perſons, in the Neigbbourhood, 
to ſuperintend it: Which, in the midſt of Papiſts, 
. WN 
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where it is moſt needed, is hardeſt to be found. 


However, it is no inconſiderable Thing, after all, 
in ſo ſhort a Space to have had One thouſand five 
hundred Children put Apprentices, and above One 
thouſand ſix hundred more now actually inſtructing. 


Were only the ſame Number to be kept up, it would 
augment, without ceaſing, the Inclination of the 


Balance to our Side: and at length the Scale muſt 


turn. But every Year hath brought an Increaſe : 
and, we may juſtly hope, will bring a greater. The 


good Conſequences of the Undertaking will be more 
evident: Theſe very Scholars will, many of them, 


become Maſters of Families, and take Servants from 


the Schools; become rich, and contribute to ſupport, . 


to enlarge, to multiply them. And they, who, by 
objecting that we make little Speed, are one main 
Cauſe of our making leſs than we ſhould otherwiſe, 
ought by liberal Benefactions to compenſate for | 
paſt Diſcouragements, and aſſiſt us in progenring 
quicker. 


No one ie ſurely will affect todiſapprove, leſt heſhould 


be obliged to ſubſcribe. No one can be barbarous 
enough to deſire the Continuance of poor Wretches 


in Error and Helpleſſneſs, that he may tyrannize 


over them with Impunity. No one can bear ſo de- 


termined an III-will, either to Religion, as to favour 


the Profeſſion of theirs, becauſe it is an abſurd one: 


or to the Clergy, as to oppoſe the forming of theſe 


Children u into rational Creatures and good Subjects, 
becauſe 
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becauſe They contrived and execute the Plan for it; 

which ought to be deemed, on the contrary, great 
Amends for any ſuppoſed former Neglects. No 
wonder, if the Project, before it took Place, were 
treated by many as chimerical: but now, Fact hath 
demonſtrated both its Practicableneſs and its Utility. 
Propoſals indeed may be offered for amending it in 


ſome Parts; though the unexperienced ought to of- 


fer them with much Diffidence : but really, for Ob- 


jections againſt the Whole there is no Room left. 


Both the Scheme and the Conduct of it have been 


more univerſally applauded by the 1ri/b Proteſtants 


in general, who muſt be Judges of what they are 
Eye-witneſles | to, than ever any thing of the Kind 

| was before in any Country. Succeſſive Lords Lieu- 5 
tenants have unanimouſly recommended it to ur 

gracious Sovereign: who, with equal Generoſity 
and Wiſdom, prevented the imminent Ruin of it in 

its Infancy, eighteen Years ago; and hath upheld 

it ever ſince, by an annual Donation of a Thouſand 


Pounds, and occaſional ones amounting to ſixteen 
Thouſand more. The Parliament of /rel/and alſo, 


in Concurrence with the King, have ſettled on it 
the Produce of a new Tax; valuable in itſelf, and 


doubly ſo as a Teſtimonial of the Sentiments of the 
Legiſlature. Nay, the very Papiſts have acknow- 


ledged the Efficacy of our Schools, by ſetting up 
others of their own in Competition with them. 
And ſo far as they may do any Good, we are glad 


to be the Occaſion of it: but we e muſt counteract 


the 
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the Hurt they may do, by a redoubled Zeal for 


wh at they are aiming to defeat. 


INDEED this Charity is a publick Concern of 
both Nations, not only in a religious, but a political 
View. It relieves preſent Diſtreſſes, which always 
endanger the Quict of a State, more or leſs, and 


prevents thoſe of Generations to come. In Propor- 


tion as it ſpreads, the Country will be more civi- 


Ze 
thy. Theſe Children will ſtay at home: and not 
run abroad to ſettle in Popiſh Lands, which hither- 


to the Sameneſs of Belief hath made fo agrecable to 
the Inhabitants of that Country. By their Induſtry, 
and the good Fruits of it, they will ſtir up Emula- 

ton in all of their own Rank. By their Conviction. 


of the Truth of Proteſtantiſm, they will be ſatisfied, 
that the Forfeitures of their Predeceſlors, in the 
two laſt Centuries, for their many Rebellions in 
ſupport of the oppotite Cauſe, were deſerved.

will be thoroughly diſunited from thoſe, whom they

D 5 But farther, even the Papiſts of Deland will 


have Reaſon given them, by theſe Schools, to think 
well of thar Proteſtant Neighbours, and of the 


Clergy in particular. Their Prieſts have ſuffered 
them to languiſh for Ages in Ignorance, Hunger 


and Nake Mels: : We beſtow. on them Knowledge 


d, more cultivated, more populous, more weal- 


ind 
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and Plenty. To them they owe the Guilt of their 
Inſurrections and Maſſacres, the Miſery of their At- 


tainders and Confiſcations : to us they will owe the 
Blefling of being humanized and enriched. 


Now of all bet Advantages, Britain wü par- 
take. The Wealth of that People will not only, in 
loyal Hands, render them a ſtrong Barrier to us, 
but will circulate continually from the Extremes to 


the Heart of Empire. Along with that, we ſhall 
gain a ſtill more deſirable Treaſure, their good Opi- 


nion. They will plainly perceive, that we neither hate 
nor deſpiſe them: that if we find it needful to reſtrain 
their Induſtry in ſome things; we excite, aid and direct 


it in others; and zealouſly encourage what evident! 


conduces to their preſent, and, we are perſuaded, to 


their future Happineſs alſo. Then, as our Under- 
taking ſucceeds, we ſhall have thoſe, if wanted, for 
Proteſtant Soldiers m our own Troops, who elſe 


would be Popiſh ones in the Service of our foreign 
Adverſaries : : and we ſhall no longer be over-run, as 
we are, in this Metropolis, in its Suburbs, in our 
Eaſtern and our Weſtern Settlements, with Ji 
Catholicks, as they call themſelves, to an Amount, 
which few of us imagine; and all of us, if we 
knew it, would be juſtly alarmed at. Our Religion 
is loſing Ground on the Continent ; we have fo 
much more need to be compact, and of one Mind, 
at home. It is loſing Ground even amongſt our- 
ſelves: and God give thoſe Attention to the Danger, 
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who ought to guard us againſt it. But uch Care 
no way interferes with an Attempt of making Re- 
prifals, and carrying the War, by means of theſe 
Schools, into our Enemies Head-Quarters, If we 
conquer them there, we thall have much leſs Cauſe 
to be afraid of them here. The Supply will be cut 
off: on the Reſidue of the Party like Methods will 


produce like Effects. And when once they are pro- 
duced, the Inhabitants of the Byitiſh Iles and Colo- 
nies will all have the ſame Friends and Foes : our 
Fellow-Subjects, whoſe Eye 1s now evil againſt us, 
will not only for their Brethren and Companions Sakes 
wiſh us Proſperity, but becauſe of the Houſe of the Lord 
our God will ſeek to do us Good, Our Civil and Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Community will / forth as the Morning, 
fair as the Moon, clear as the Sun, and terrible as an 
Army with Banners. | 


Wuar then remains, but that 0 worthy a De- 


ſign be vigorouſly executed: that we contribute to 
it, according to our Ability; and move others to 


contribute, according to our Influence ? The Proteſ- 


tants of Jreland are doubtleſs moſt immediately con- 


cerned to exert themſelves. And yet the printed 


Accounts from thence intimate, what elſe we ſhould 


be cautious of ſaying, that all Perſons there have 
not been ſo bountiful as they ſhould. For ſome 
Years, the main Support was from England. And 


ſince that, of the Ii Subſcriptions, thoſe of the 
ere make towards one third: and, together with 
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thoſe of the Clergy, near one half. Vet the Utili- 


ty is general: and the Laity have a much more du- 


rable Intereſt in their Eſtates, than the Clergy have 


in theirs ; and a larger Intereſt, even in moſt Church 
Eſtates, than Churchmen themſelves. It is not 


ſtrange however, if they judged, that theſe ought to 
ſtand foremoſt in the Work : if they ſaw more Dif- 


ficulties on the Spot, than we here could diſcern at a 
Diſtance ; and were held back, ſomewhat too long, 


by Doubts of Succeſs. Beſides, though the ſtated 
Subſcriptions of that Country are ſmaller, than 
might be expected ; they far exceed ours : their Pre- 
ſents and Legacies have riſen to no inconſiderable 


Sum: and many, inſtead of Money, have given 
Lands. The original formation of the Scheme too 


is altogether owing to the Ii: on Them alſo hath 


lam the Care and Labour of carrying it into Execu- 


tion; ſuperintending every School, and conducting 
the whole Machine, from the Beginning to this 
Day: without which, ever ſo great Liberalities from 


Us would have been thrown away, and ſunk in- 
tirely. 


THEREFORE, whilſt we remind them, that, both in 
Conſcience and Honour, they ſhould take on them- 
ſelves a due Share of what primarily belongs to 
them ; let us remember how much they have taken : 
and though we ſhould think it not enough; let us 
rather try to win upon our Brethren by gentle Re- 


preſentations, and engaging Examples of Benefi- 
D 2 cence, 
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cence, than reproach any of them unkindly ; and 


yet reſemble them in that Deficiency, for which we 


blame them. Their Eſteem and Affection is well worth 
purchaſing at a much dearer Rate: for we purchaſe 


conſequentially Strength and Quiet to ourſelves. We 
were once in the ſame State of Blindneſs and Bon- 


dage, that the poor Wretches of that Iſland are: 


let us expreſs our Gratitude to God for freeing us 


from it, by endeavouring to free Them. We have 
deen known to them chiefly hitherto by our Victo- 


ries and juſt Severities : let us now ſhew them our 


_ compaſſionate Bounty; and thus acquaint them with 


the true Genius of Proteſtantiſm. We have been 


commonly traduced amongſt them, as deſtitute of 


Religion : let us take this amiable Method of confu- 
ting the Imputation. We are wealthy, They are 


indigent: let us prove our Wealth to them in the 


moſt reputable, the moſt uſeful Manner. We ſend 
much of it continually to Nations unrelated, ill af- 
fected to us, for Things which do us no Good, but 
Harm: let us ſtrike off a few Articles yearly from 


our Vanity. and Luxury ; employ the Savings to ad- 


vance genuine Piety, Loyalty and Induſtry, in our 


Luke x13.

Siſter Iſland: and fo benefit ourſelves and her at 
once. We of the Clergy ought in all things to ſhew 
curſekves Patterns of good Works: and ſurely then for 


the Service of Religion, of the Proteſtant Religion; 
of a People ſo nearly allied to us. Amongſt our 


Laity alſo, unto whomfeever much is given, of him ſhall 
much be required, on all fitting Oecaſions. And 


there 
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there ought to be in every Man, though poſſeſſed 
only of moderate Fortunes, a willing Mind, according , Cor. 
to that he hath. But however excuſable many ſuch vi. 1. 
may be; they who are ſprung from Feland, certain- 
ly ought to diſtinguiſh themſelves in forwarding this 
Charity : their Relation demands it of them. They, 
who have Eſtates there, or Incomes of any Sort 
| ariſing from thence, ſhould be liberal to it, beyond 
others, who have no ſuch Connexions. For it is na- 

| tural to be generous peculiarly in the Place, from 
which their Capacity of being generous proceeds. 
And the more their Circumſtances and Stations point 

out to them to reſide in that Place; if they do not, 

the more ample Amends they ſhould make it ſome 
other Way: beſides that what is expended there 

to encourage Labour and Liberty, will ere long 
greatly encreaſe the Produce, the Rent, the Value 
of each Perſons Lands. : 


 Tazsx Conſiderations are laid before you, ſolely 
for your cool Reflexion in Retirement. No Advan- 
tage will be taken of any ſudden Impreſſion, which 
they may poſſibly make now; or of the Willingneſs 
to give, or Shame to refuſe, that might accompany. 
the ſocial Meal, which is to follow our preſent Af- 
ſembly. This is treating you with ſingular Delicacy 
and Reſpect. Certainly it will not fail of moving 
you to the proper Return, of ſuch voluntary delibe-

Bur then, whilſt we join with our Friends of that 
Kingdom in what we can Both do, we muſt rely on 


the abſolutely for what Inſpectors alone can do. 
Much Praiſe, we are ſenſible, they have merited on 


that Aceount, from the higheſt to the loweſt. We 
; can only exhort them, and we know they will ſuffer 
the Mord of Exhertation, to abound more and more : to 
re-examine frequently the Plan, and ſee what may 
be corrected or improved in it; the Management, 
and fee what may inſenſibly have gone wrong, or 
to hear Objections attentively and 

candidly, both from Approvers and Diſapprovers of 
the Scheme; for amongſt the latter may be Perſons 
of Conſequence and of Value, though under the Do- 
minion of Prejudices : to rectify or vindicate things, 
as the Caſe requires; and ot let their Good be evil 


ſpoken of. The Choice of Maſters and Miſtreſles for 
the Schools is a moſt eſſential Article of their Truſt. 
Theſe ought never to be taken from Motives of Selt- 


Intereſt, Importunity, Compaſſion, Cheapneſs; or

there muſt be a cloſer Watchfulneſs over the latter. 
Vet they are not to be taught an uncharitable Ve- 
hemence againſt Papiſts, like theirs againſt Us; much 
leſs an Imagination, that ſuch Bitterneſs is Religion 


enough: but a fervent Affection for the Doctrines 
and Precepts of primitive Chriſtianity, with a con- 
ſcientious Dread of making either of none Life

can properly make Trial of it. Once + a prudent 
and experienced Perſon was ſent to viſit a conſidera- 
ble Part of theſe Foundations : to examine their 
State, and propoſe Diminutions of Expences, Im- 
provements of their Lands, uſeful Regulations of 
various Kinds. Poſſibly a Repetition of this Prac- 
tice, at moderate Intervals, with a Report to the 
Committee at Dublin of what had appeared on the 
Inquiry, might have more good Conſequences, than 


can be at preſent diſtinctly foreſeen. 


I putting the Children out, it is of the utmoſt 


Moment, that the Perſons, who take them, be not 


only nominal Proteſtants, but real Chriſtians. For 


indeed they had better turn Papiſts again, than be- 


come ſuch Profligates, as the Examples and common 


Talk, it may be feared, of ſome Families would 
make them. They had better think wrong in ſeve- 
ral Articles of Religion, than ſcorn the Whole:

caſionally, than in all conſtantly. But one would 
contrive moſt ſtudiouſly to ſecure them from both: 


and for that Purpoſe, if poſſible, not to place them 


with Popiſh Fellow-Servants; at leaſt without a 


Mixture of others. And if thoſe who are intruſt- 


ed with them, would but have the Goodneſs to be- 


ſtow ſome peculiar Attention on their moral and 


religious Conduct, it might often prevent the Loſs 


: oo of 
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of all that had been done before: and both they, 


and the reſt of their Houſe, as well as the poor 


Children, would be the better for 1 it. 


Tur Prieſts, we are told, purſue them to the re- 


moteſt Corners of the Iſland, in Hopes of recover- E 


ing them. Surely then we ſhould be as anxious to 
retain them. But above all, the Miniſters of their 
Pariſhes, ought to eye them without Intermiſſion; 


inculcate upon them the moſt earneſt Cautions not 


to diſcredit their Education ; and engage them in the 


firmeſt Promiſes, whenever they are attacked, either 
in Point of Doctrines or Duties, to apply for Help 


from Them immediately. Our Adverſaries obtain 


and perpetuate their Influence over their People, 


by having much Intercourſe with them, by letting

mult imitate them. And then, as They act thus partly 
for their own private Ends, and we can do it only 
out of Kindneſs, we ſhall ſo far have the Advan- 
tage. Not for this Reaſon only, but for many 
more, Miniſters . ought to. reſide in their Pariſhes,

The Legiſlature ought firſt, to make Proviſion for 
Reſidence 1 in a ſufficient Number of Places, then to 
require it.

the Terrors of the Lord, perſuade Men to avoid them ; 
who loving his Promiſes, invite Men to partake of 


them. Now, if the Laity would have ſuch Paſtors 


as theſe, they muſt prefer and recommend ſuch, 
diſcountenancing others. And if they would have 
the Labours of theſe effectual, they muſt permit 
them to have a due Effect upon themſelves. Elſe 


our Religion will be reproached and blaſphemed for 
their Sakes: which, would they obſerve its Rules, 
we might hope to ſee honoured and embraced. 
For it is remarkable, that in thoſe Counties of 


Ireland, where Proteſtants are ſtricteſt, Papiſts are 


feweſt. 


Bur then, if whilſt we in England ſay theſe things 


to our Neighbours over the Water, we fet them a 


Pattern of doing the contrary; if our Laity are 
profane, if our Clergy are ſupine: we ſhall exhort 


Them with an ill Grace and ſmall Succeſs. There- 
fore let Us begin to amend, and there will be ſome

— Foraſmuch as 
we have received Information by the Petition of the Lord Primate, Lord 
Chancellor, Archbiſhops, Noblemen, Biſhops, Judges, Gentry, and 
Clergy of our Kingdom of Ireland, That in many Parts of the ſaid King- 
dom there . are great Tracts of Land almoſt entirely inhabited by Papiſts, 
who are kept by their Clergy in great Ignorance of the true Religion, and 
bred up in great Diſaffection to the Government: That the Erecting of 
Engliſh Proteſtant Schools in thoſe Places, is abſolutely neceſſary for their 
Converſion ; that the Engliſh Pariſh Schools already eſtablithed, are not 
ſufficient for that Purpoſe ; nor can the Reſidence of the Parochial Clergy -- 
only, fully anſwer that End.

To the Intent therefore, that the Children of the Popiſh, and other poor 
Natives of the ſaid Kingdom, may be inſtructed in the Engliſh Tongu 
and the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty, and that 70 good * 

may the more effectually be carried on; The Lord Lieutenant, and 
ſome of che Chief Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy of the ſaid Kingdom, are 
appointed Commiſſioners to execute the Purpoſes of this Charter, and have 
a Power to elect others in the Room of their deceaſed Members; and are 
conſtituted a Corporation or Body Politic, by the Name of The Incorporated 
 SocIETyY in Dublin, for promoting Engliſh Proteſtant Schools in Ireland: 
And are capable to receive and enjoy in Fee, and in Perpetuity, any Ma- 
nors, Lands, Tenements, &c. the ſame not exceeding the Value of Two 
Thouſand Pounds per -Annum, and any Sum or * of Money, that

The Society may ele& and admit Sub- 
ſcribers (being Proteſtants) to be Members, to aſſiſt 1 in carrying on the

A BRIEF 
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RISE and PROGRESS of the Incorporated Society | in Dublin, 
for Promotin . $ Engliſh Proteſtant Schools in Treland, from the 


Opening of His Majeſty's Royal Charter, February 6, 1733, 
to "March 25, 1757. 


1 HE ſlow 3 which the Proteſtant Religion, and a Spirit of Induſtry, EE 


have made among the common People of Ireland, for an Age paſt, being 
_ obſerved by ſome worthy Perſons of this Kingdom, they formed themſelves 
into a voluntary Society for — up Parochial Schools, as the beſt Remedy they 
could provide in that Caſe. 5 
Hereupon many ſuch Schools were ſet up in Dublin, and ſome other chief Cities 
and Towns under the Encouragement and Direction of ſeveral of the Biſhops, No- 
bility, Gentry, and Clergy, as a Means to forward the good Work ; but after the 
Experience of many Years, they perceived that the Succeſs did not anſwer their 
ExpeQations ; for the Children being taught as Day- Scholars only, and afterwards 
put out Apprentices and Servants, in Places not remote enough from their own 
Homes, their Popiſh Parents, and their Prieſts, had too frequent Acceſs to them, 
and often found Means to draw them back to Popery, juſt at that Point of Life, 
when Children begin to be ſuſceptible of religious Impreſſions, 
But yhis Scheme, even though it had not failed in any Part, was very inſufficient 
to anſwer the End of a general Reformation; for as the major Part of thoſe Scho- 
lars were the Children of Proteſtants, the Number of young Converts made in thoſe 
Schools was very ſmall, and could not have turned the Balance againſt Popery i in 
the Space of ſome Centuries. 
It was therefore judged neceſſary to find out be other Expedient, that might 
operate more extenſively and ſpeedily, to the general Converſion and Reformation 


of the Poor Natives. And the Expedient at laſt happily choſen, was to 92 to 
His 
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His Majeſty by Petition, that he would by his Charter incorporate a Soc ter with 
Powers for erecting Schools in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, wherein the Children 
of poor Papiſts, and other poor Natives, ſhould be inſtructed in the Engliſh Tongue 

Religion and 
Loyalty. 

An humble Priidon was accordingly preſented to His Majeſty, dated the 17th 

Day of April, 1730, being ſigned by their Excellencies the then Lords Juſtices, and 
a great Number of the Lords Spiritual and "Temporal, of the Commons, the Cler- 


oy, and principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom; whereupon his Majeſt 7 through the 


tavourable Interpoſition of his Grace the Duke of Dorſet, then Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, was graciouſly pleaſed to grant his Royal Charter for the Purpoſes before- 
mentioned, bearing Date the 24th Day of October, 1733. 

On the 6th Day of February following, the ſaid Charter was opened and read 


in the Council Chamber in Dublin, in Preſence of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant 


aforeſaid, and many of the Nobility and Gentry, The Officers directed by the 
Charter were immediately choſen, and a Subicription-Book opened for carrying on 


the good Work. 


Many Perſons of Rank and Diſtinction then preſent, ſubſeribed largely; 3 among 
whom the late Earl of Kildare deſerves to be mentioned with particular Honour 
and Gratitude, who gave Five Hundred Pounds at the firſt Opening of the Charter, 
and has ſince bequeathed Fifteen Hundred Pounds to the Society, for encouraging the 


School at Caſtledermot, and for erecting two other Schools, VIZ. one at Strangford, 


and the other at Manooth; | 
But as the Effects of this Charter could wot be obtained in their full Lad de 


without keeping the Children apart ſrom their Parents, and maintaining them in 


Meat, Drink, and Clothing, and erecting Houſes for their Accommodation, and 
furniſhing the ſame, and paying Salaries to Schoolmaſters, and providing Tools 
and Utenſils for their Country Labours; it was ſoon evident, that the neceſſary 
Expence of a few Schools would require a greater Fund than this poor Country 
could ſupply. | 

The Society therefore found ad de under a Neceſſity of having Recourſe to 


the Charity and Piety of England (which has ever been diſtinguiſhed for Acts. of 


Munificence) and herein their Hopes have not been diſappointed, as will appear 
from the Lift of Engliſh Beneſactors, which has been yearly publiſhed, and will 
continue fo to be. 

In Purſuance of this View, the Society ſent over their former Secretary, John 


Hanſard, Eſq; furniſhed with proper Credentials for ſoliciting and receiving Bene- 


faQions, in which he proved very ſucceſsſul. 

It was likewiſe thought adviſable to ſet on ſoot a Correſponding Society in London, 
who reſiding in that Metropolis, might be inſtrumental in procuring and remitting 
Subſcriptions and Donations, and keeping up a regular Correſpondence with the In- 


corporared Society in Dublin, in order to inform them of all Occurrences, and to 


communicate their Sentiments and Advice, as Occaſion: ſhould require. 
By which Means ſeveral Perſons were encouraged to become Subſcribers : of 
which Number were meſt of the Biſhops of England; who, animated with a 
Teal 
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| Zeal for the Honour of God, and a Spirit of Charity towards the poor deluded Na- 
tives of Ireland, preſently offered their Aſſiſtance; and having firſt contributed their 
own Benefactions, formed themſelves into a Society for that End, and have brought 
in a plentiful Harveſt of Benefactions to recruit the Fund; for which the Society do 
hereby publicly return Thanks to them, and to the pious and generous Benefactors, 
whom God hath raiſed up by their Means; ſome of thoſe we are bound in an efpecial 
Manner to mention, and acknowledge in this Place: Theſe are, One thouſand 
Pounds, being his Majeſty's Donation, beſides his Royal Grant of a Thouſand 
Pounds per Annum; Mr Whichcote, Fifteen hundred Pounds; Mrs Holden, Two 
thouſand Pounds ; his Grace the late Duke of Devonſhire, "Three hundred Seventy- 
fix Pounds and upwards; Mrs Dionyſia Long, Fifty Pounds yearly for Ten Year:

late Mr Ramſay, to the Strand School; One hundred Pounds from John Bolton, 
Eſq; One hundred and Eighty-four Pounds from the late Dr Donnellan; Five

And we muſt with particular Gratitude obſerve, That the Parliament of Ireland 


have, out of their Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion, Patronized and Encouraged the 
Society, by creating a new Fund in the Hawkers and Pedlars Act, and appropriating 
the whole ben Ha of thoſe Duties to the Uſe of the Charter; and that his Grace 
the Duke of Devonſhire, having at the Opening of the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, 
particularly recommended theſe Schools, the Houſe of Commons was pleaſed to 
petition His Majeſty for Ten thouſand Pounds, which he graciouſly granted for the 
Vie of the Sociee ß. gt I ol. 

By theſe ſeaſonable Aids, the Society have been enablcd to extend their Schools. 
into ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, through the Encouragement of divers Gentlemen, 
and Bodies Corporate, who have given in Perpetuity One Acre of Land, ſome of them 
a greater Quantity, for the Site of a School on their Eſtates, beſides beneficial Leaſes 
of ſmall Farms contiguous to every School, to be cultivated and improved by the 
Labour of the Boys ; particularly the Five Corporations of Dublin, Waterford, 
Kilkenny, Caſhel], and Trim, who have generouſly made conſiderable Grants out 
of their Eſtates, for encouraging Schools in or near their reſpective Cities, as is 
more fully ſet forth in the yearly Abſtract. 5 

In Conſequence whereof, the Society have under their preſent Care and Direction 
Forty-four Schools already opened, One now building, and Six reſolved to be im- 
mediately built, making in all Fifty-one Schools; beſides a. Charter Nurſery in a. 
Houle hired for that Uſe in Dublin, where Children ſent up from the Country in 
Rags, are clothed, fed, and taught, and attended by a Maſter, Miſtreſs, and Nurſe, 
This is a Sort of Store-houſe, from whence the Children are tranſplanted to the 
Country Schools as Occaſion requires, and has Accommodations for about One 
hundred Children in Number, all which are ſupported out of their ſlender Fund. 
The Society call it flender, becauſe it is comparatively ſo, regard being had to their 
preſent Out-goines, and to the Multitude of poor Popiſh Children yet unprovided 
for, who would fill Ten times that Number of Schools for a Succeſſion of many 
Years, it Means could be found to maintain them. | ns . 
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But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up many BenefaCtors for carrying on this 
good Work thus far, the Society would hope that it will not reſt here; but that God 
would put it into the Hearts of many other charitable Perſons to encourage theſe 
Schools, ſince they can no where find fitter Objects. For Charity can never be 
Carried higher, than to reſcue the Souls of Thouſands of poor Children from the 
Dangers of Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry, and their Bodies from the Miſeries ot 
Idleneſs and Beggary. This is not retailing Charity to Partieulars, but diffuſing 1! 
_ over a whole Nation; it is a Charity that will make thoſe who are at preſent a Nu- 

ſance and a Burden to their Country, to become a Treafure and a Bleſſing to it 
that will make honeſt and induſtrious Men, of thoſe who would have been bred up in 
Thievery and Rags; it is a Charity that will multiply obedient and peaceable Subjects 
to the King, and render the Proteſtants of Ireland ſaſe in their Lives and Poſſeſſions. 
And it will for ever take away the chief Cauſe of thoſe Diſquietudes and Apprehen- 
ſions, which, upon ſome former Conjunctures, have alarmed the Government aud 
People of England, by reaſon of the near Neighbourhood of a formidable Body ol 
Papiſts, devoted to the See of Rome, and ready to rebel at the Inſtigation of thei: 
Prieſts, or the ſecret Machinations of a foreign Ee. | 
I heſe will be ſome of the happy Effects of the Charter-Schools, if they can be 
ſufficiently multiplied and extended. And yet they will be produced by Means that 
cannot be liable to Cenfure or Objection; not by Force or Terror, not by Pena! 
Laws and Proſecutions, which can only make Hypocrites ; but by the innocent and 
gentle Means of enlightening and inſtructing the ignorant Minds of Children in the 
pure Truths of the Goſpel, and leading them early to that Fountain-Head, which 
the Church of Rome has cruelly ſealed up. Theſe are the only Methods practiſed 
by the Society, as being agreeable to the Nature of Man, and to the Genius of the 
_ Chriſtian Religion. | | | | | „ 

And for obviating the great Danger of the Childrens relapſing, the Society are very 
careful to tranſplant them originally to Schools remote from their Popiſh Parents and 
Relations, who would be apt to pervert them. This Expedient, ſo eſſential to the 
obtaining the Ends of the Charter, tho” it may have eſcaped public Cognizance, has 
proved an Article of no ſmall Expence to the Society, and will continue fo to be. 

If, after all, any Man ſhould really doubt whether this Scheme for converting the 
poor Natives of Ireland, be well calculated for that Purpoſe, he may eaſily be ſatisfied 
from the Alarm it has given to the Popiſh Prieſts, who have lately denied the Com- 
munion, and reſuſed Abſolution to thoſe Parents who have ſuffered their Children to 
he received into the Charter-Schools, though it be to ſave them from periſhing with 
Hunger and Nakedneſs. This is a plain Confeſſion of their inward Fears and Appre- 
henſions, that the Charter is laying the Axe to the Root of Popery, and will in its 
| Progreſs accompliſh that Work by ſweet and inſenſible Means, which has been too 

Hard for coercive and penal Laws, in a Courſe of more than Fifty Years. 

The Society beg Leave to recommend in the moſt earneſt Manner to Gentlemen 

and Ladies to viſit, as often as they can, the Charter-Schools in their reſpective 
Neighbourhoods, to inſpect the State of the ſaid Schools, of the Furniture, Cloathing, 
and Diet of the Children, and ſee that the Maſters and Miſtreſſes diſcharge their Du- 
ties, not only in cloathing and feeding the Children properly, but alſo in inuring 
| = as : . 


done by any other Means. 
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them to Labour and Induſtry ; in inſtructing them in the Principles of true Religion, 


aid in a true Senſe of their great Obligations to be dutiful and loyal to the preſent 


dappy Government; and in giving them a juſt Impreſſion of the Corruptions, Ido- 
latry, and cruc] Perſecutions of Popery. _ St: 
The Society cannot part with this Subject, without offering one Hint to the Gen- 
tlemen of this Kingdom, which they do with the greateſt Deference and Tenderneſs. 
It is evident, that the greateſt Part of the Contributions to this good Work has 
been remitted from England, to the Amount of 29768 J. 48. 9d. to Nov. 3, 1756, 


given by Perſons, many of whom have no Intereſt in Ireland, nor Relation to it, 


but ſend over their Bounty upon the pure Principle of Charity, and for God's Sake, 
for which they can hope for no Reward but in the World to come. But the Caſe 
is very different with regard to the Gentlemen of Ireland; for as their Beneſactions 


Vill be laid out in their own Country, and frequently upon their cn Eſtates, the 
Money will circulate among their own Tenants, and in the End reimburſe the Do- 
nors: Every Popiſh Child turned out a Proteſtant from theſe Schools, will bring an 
Acceſſion of Strength to the Proteſtant Intereſt, and of Wealth to the Kingdom, by 
the Labour of his Hands. So that if the Charter-Schools could be ſufficiently ex- 
tended and diffuſed, they would be the Means of increaſing Induſtry and Trade, and 


uſefu] Manufactures; which muſt of courſe improve every Gentleman's Eſtate, 
The Society will conclude with this one Obſervation, which they apprehend to be 
of conſiderable Importance, though little attended to; namely, that the Progreſs of 


| theſe Schools muſt, in its natural Courſe, gradually aboliſh the great Number of 
Popiſh Holidays, by means of which, ſome hundred thouſands of working Hands 


are kept idle, and the Labour and Profit of them loſt to the public Stock for a con- 
ſiderable Part of the Year, the very Harveſt not excepted. 7 55 
This Damage, as little as it is obſerved, yet upon a fair Calculation, will appear 
to be an aſtoniſhing Draw- back from the Wealth and Strength of the Nation; for 
it eats like a Worm unſeen at the Root of our Proſperity, which grows chiefly from 
Labour, and muſt languiſh with the Decreaſe of it. „„ 
It js manifeſt therefore, that the Increaſe of Proteſtant Hands, in conſequence of 
theſe Schools, will remove this great Evil, which, humanly ſpeaking, cannot be
